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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending June 14 was 
down fractionally from the previous 4 weeks but was up 
20 per cent from the corresponding period of last year and 
for the first five months of 1947 was 18 per cent above 1946. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
down 1 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but were up 21 
per cent from the same period last year and for the first 
five months of the year were 16 per cent above the same 
period last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 1 per cent 
in May from April, 12 per cent from May, 1946, and for the 
first five months of the year were 15 per cent above the 
same period last year. 

Industrial Production, as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index, was up 1 per cent in May from April, 
17 per cent from May, 1946, and for the first five months of 
the year was 17 per cent above the same period last year. 

Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in May 
from April, 18 per cent from May, 1946, and for the first 
five months of the year was 19 per cent above the same 
period last year. 

Machine Tool Shipments contin- 
ued to decline in May. The value

the first five months of 1947 was 
3 per cent less than in the same 
5 months of 1946. 

Steel Production was up 1 per 
cent in May from April, 80 per 
cent from May, 1946, and for the 
first five months of the year was 
64 per cent above the same period 
last year. The steel industry oper- 
ated at 95 per cent of capacity in 
May as compared with 94 per 
eent in April. 

Construction Activity as meas- 
ured by the value of contracts 
awarded was up 23 per cent in 
May from April but was down 22 
per cent from May, 1946, and for 
the first five months of the year 
was 6 per cent below the same pe- 
riod last year. Residential con- 
struction was down 1 per cent in 
May from April while non-resi- 
dential and public works and 
utilities construction were up sub- 
stantially from April. Both residential and non-residential 
construction were down from May, 1946, and for the first 


five months of the year were below the same period last 
year.

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up fractionally in 
May from April, and were 18 per cent above May, 1946. 
For the first 5 months of 1947, they were 20 per cent above 
the same period last year. 

Agricultural Income was down 4 per cent in May from 
April but was up 21 per cent from May, 1946, and for the 
first 5 months of the year was 33 per cent above the same 
period last year. 

Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in May 
from April, 28 per cent from May, 1946, and for the first 
5 months of the year was 30 per cent above the same pe- 
riod last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were down 3 per cent in May from 
April, and 21 per cent from May, 1946, and for the first 5 
months of the year were 7 per cent less than the same 
period last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was up 9 per cent in May from April, but 
dropped 31 per cent from May, 1946, and for the first 5 
months of the year was 21 per cent below the same period 
last year. Residential construction 
was up 15 per cent in May from 
April, but was down 19 per cent 
from May, 1946 and 1 per cent for 
the first 5 months of the year 
from the same period last year. 
Public works and utilities con- 
struction was up 25 per cent in 
May from April but was 16 per 
cent below May of last year. 

Retail Sales of independent 
dealers were up 6 per cent in May 
from April, 15 per cent from May, 
1946 and for the first 5 months of 
the year were up 18 per cent from 
the same period last year. 

Department Store Sales were 
up 14 per cent from May, 1946 and 
10 per cent for the first 5 months 
of the year from the same period 
last year. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales were 
up 8 per cent in May from April, 
12 per cent from May, 1946 and 
3 per cent for the first 5 months 
of the year from the same period 
last year. 

New Passenger Car Sales 
dropped 7 per cent in May from April but were 64 per 
cent above May, 1946. New truck registrations were up 1 
per cent in May from April and 32 per cent from May, 
1946. 

Placements by U.S.E.S. were up 4 per cent in May from 
April and 18 per cent from May, 1946. The number regis- 
tered for work was up 8 per cent in May from April but

same period last year. Department store sales were 
up 4 per cent in May from April, 13 per cent from 
May, 1946, and for the first five months of the year 
were 10 per cent above the same period last year. 

Commodity Prices At Wholesale were down 1 per 
cent in May from April, but were up 32 per cent 
from May, 1946, and for the first five months of the 
year were 34 per cent above the same period last 
year. 


Cost of Living dropped fractionally in May from 
April, but was up 18 per cent from May, 1946, and for 
the first five months of the year was 19 per cent 
above the same period last year. Retail food prices 
were down fractionally in May from April, but were 
82 per cent above May, 1946, and for the first five 
months of the year were 32 per cent above last year. 
Department store prices increased fractionally in 
May from April, were 9 per cent above May, 1946, 
and for the first five months of the year were 8 per 
cent above the same period last year.

production figures for the different countries by the popu- 
lation of the various countries. The result is production 
per person or per capita as it is sometimes called. While 
it is recognized that production is not synonymous with 
consumption, due to foreign trade, and while the quality of 
the goods produced may also be somewhat different, never- 
theless, production data do give a rough approximation of 
consumption levels. 

The data are annual based on 1939 and the highest 
monthly production rate attained over the period January, 
1946-February, 1947. The former period will be referred 
to as prewar and the latter as postwar. 


POSTWAR AND PREWAR PER CAPITA PRODUCTION IN VARIOUS COUNTRIES 


Wheat Flour—About 238 pounds of wheat flour were 
produced in the United States per person in the postwar 
period as compared with the production in the prewar pe- 
riod of about 158 pounds per capita. 

Postwar wheat flour production per person was greater 
in Canada (482 pounds) and Australia (440 pounds) than 
in the United States. On the other hand per capita pro- 
duction was less in the United Kingdom, Chile, Palestine, 
South Africa, Japan, and India (a low of 3 pounds), than 
in the United States. 

Milk (fluid)—More than 125 gallons of milk per person 
were produced in the United States in the postwar period 
as compared with the prewar production of about 95 gal- 
lons per person. 

Of the countries for which data are available, postwar 
production of milk per capita was greater in Denmark, 
Canada, Australia, and Sweden. The highest postwar milk 
production was 372 gallons per person in Denmark. 

Postwar production of milk per capita was less in the 
Netherlands, Norway, the United Kingdom and Czecho- 
slovakia. The lowest per capita postwar milk production 
was about 42 gallons in Czechoslovakia. 

Steel Ingots and Castings—Per capita production of steel 
in the United States was 1241 pounds in the postwar period 
as compared with 807 pounds in the prewar period.

The per person production of steel in the postwar period 
of 739 pounds in Belgium was second highest while that 
in the United Kingdom (672 pounds) ranked third. Canada 
with a per capita production of 507 pounds came next. 
Production per person in India, 8 pounds, was the lowest. 

Coal—About 11 thousand pounds of coal per person were 
produced in the United States in the postwar period as 
compared with about 7 thousand pounds produced per 
capita in the prewar period. 

Of the countries for which data are available, postwar 
production per capita was greater in the United States 
than in any of the other countries. Postwar per person 
production in the United Kingdom ranked second (9 thou- 
sand pounds) and Belgium ranked third with a per capita 
production of close to 7 thousand pounds. Italy with a per 
person production of 58 pounds was the lowest. 

Crude Petroleum—The production per person of about 
3873 pounds in the United States in the postwar period 
was considerably greater than the 2879 pounds in the pre- 
war period. Crude petroleum production per capita in 
Columbia in the postwar period was 806 pounds; in Mex- 
ico, 748 pounds; in Peru, 564 pounds; in Argentine, 497 
pounds; and in Canada, 187 pounds. Sam Arnold 
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
